Rl represents a C^-C i o straight or branched alkyl; 
any one of RZ R3 and R4 represents a hydroxyl; 

each of the remaining two of RZ R3, and R4 represent a residue formed by reacting 
glucose pentaacetate with a hydroxyl group of an alkyl gallate; and in which at l e a s t two 
ph e nolic hydroxyl groups of a compound having at least two ph e nolic hydroxyl groups in its 
molecule aro glycosidically link e d to anomeric carbon atoms of at least two sugar mol e cul e s, 

the method comprising comprises the step of: 

allowing a compound having at least two phenolic hydroxyl groups in its molecule to 
r e act with sugar mol e cul e s e ach having an ac e tylatod hydroxyl group attach e d to an anom e ric 
carbon atom reacting an alkyl gallate having a C j -O m straight or branched alkyl with glucose 
pentaacetate in the presence of an organic solvent and an acid catalyst at 30°C to 30°C while 
removing from the reaction system organic solvent and acetic acid formed during the 
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reaction , thereby maintaining the concentration of the acetic acid in the reaction system at 1.0 
percent by weight or less during the reaction from th e r e action system .

22. (Previously Presented) The method for preparing a glycoside according to 
Claim 2 1 , wherein the acid catalyst is a Lewis acid catalyst. 

23. (Previously Presented) The method for preparing a glycoside according to 
Claim 2 1 , wherein the acid catalyst is boron trifluoride.

28. (New) The method for preparing a glycoside according to Claim 1, wherein in 
step (b) the organic solvent and the acetic acid are removed from the reaction system by 
distillation at a rate of 10 to 1000 g/hr relative to one mol of the alkyl gallate.
